IN AREA NORTH OF PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE 


Residents of the area between Connecticut Avenue 
and Rock Creek Park have reactivated the Lincoln 
Civic Association (which has been largely dormant 
for the past ten years), have adopted a new consti- 
tution and have elected officers.

Approximately 25 area 
residents turned out for the morning hearing, which 
was continued in the afternoon. Three witnesses for 
the restaurant attempted to establish the suitability 
of its location but were effectively countered by the 
cross examination and by FBA witnesses. 


The Association opposed the license application by 
Prajo, Inc. for the restaurant-bar, located in the 
Channel House, 824 New Hampshire Ave., as detri- 
mental to the neighborhood. Witnesses testified to 
frequent disturbances that are caused by patrons of 
the Pub. 


The hearing was originally scheduled for January 3 
but was postponed at the Association's request when 
it was shown that the restaurant had not properly 
posted the required notice of hearing. 


Commenting on the hearing, President Carbone ex- 
pressed his appreciation toall the witnesses and es- 
pecially those who ''worked long and hard to gather 
evidence and witnesses" in preparing the case. He 
particularly cited Mrs. Bea Wilgus, Miss Goodwin, 
Alex Wiskup, Bill Simon, Burton Wilson and Alling

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FORUM AT ST. MARY'S HEARS REV. FAUNT- 
ROY ON HOME RULE PROSPECTS AND 
PROBLEMS 


The proposals and prospects of home rule for Wash- 
ington were the subjects of a forum January ll at St. 
Mary's Episcopal Church Parish Hall, 728 - 23rd 
Street. About 40 persons, mostly from the Foggy 
Bottom area, heard guest speaker Rev. Walter E. 
Fauntroy, pastor of the New Bethel Baptist Church 
and prominent Negro leader. Assisting on the panel 
were Rev. Channing Phillips of the Lincoln Temple 
Congregational Church and Rev. Philip R. Newell of 
the New York Avenue Presbyterian Church. 


The forum was sponsored jointly by the D.C. Coali- 
tion of Conscience and ESCRU (Episcopal Society for 
Cultural and Racial Unity. Rev. F. Everett Abbott, 
assistant at St. Mary's, introduced the participants. 


"Citizens need to understand,'' Rev. Fauntroy said in 
keynoting his remarks, ''why home rule is so im- 
portant." He maintained that home rule can help 
Washingtonians deal more effectively with low- 
income housing (proposed highway programs would 
displace 10,000 people), education (''We spend less 
per capita for education than any state in the Union"), 
employment (the city has 12- 15,000 hard core un- 
employed) and welfare (such as aid to dependent 
children).

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The speaker cited arguments often raised against 
home rule--that Federal interests would not be pro- 
tected, that Negroes would shut out whites from 
participation--but argued that these were specious 
issues. Principal opposition, he maintained, is on 
economic grounds and is centered in a "small group 
of substantial and influential businessmen (who) have 
real control of D. C. affairs." Rev. Fauntroy ad- 
mitted the difficulty of documenting this charge but 
cited the efforts oí the Metropolitan Board of Trade 
in opposing home rule. 


In the question period which followed, the panelists 
explained pending home rule plans and speculated on 
their chances of success. Rev. Phillips and Rev. 
Newell agreed that, "barring some miracle," the 
charter plan is the route most likely to be taken.
